Cheese Straws — Six ounces of 
Hour placed in a little heap on 
moulding board, put Into the center 
H ounces of grated cheese, the yolks 
of "2 eggs and I ounces of butter. 
Season with a saltspoonful of salt 
and as much cayenne pepper as can 
he taken up on the point of a pen- 
knife; also '1 tahlospoonfuls of 
cream or milk. Mix the egg, sea- 
soning and cheese first, work in the 
butter, then the cream, kneading 
well. Roll out thin, cut in nar- 
row strips about a Ginger long, and 
bake a light brown. Keep in glass 
or tin. 

Tomato Preserves. — Select per- 
fect, ripe yellow tomatoes. They 
must he solid; peel them caiefully, 
prick them with a darning needle. 
Make a syrup witli two pounds of 
sugar and a pint of water; add a 
little lemon juice, chipped lemon 
peel and a small piece of ginger 
loot ; skim the syrup while boiling, 
cook ten minutes; then add the 
tomatoes and simmer gently until 
they look clear; about 80 minutes. 
Have jars sterilized ; fill two-thirds 
full with the fruit; then boil the 
syrup down until quite thick, re- 
move lemon peel and ginger and till 
np the jars with the syrup. 

Spiced Beef -'fake four pounds 

of beef from the middle OUtof the 
shin. Wash the meat, well outside 
and trim off the rough parts of the 
skin. Cut the meal through to the 
bono in a number of places, .lust 
cover with boiling water and when 
it comes to boiling point skim care- 
fully, then simmer until the meat 
falls apart and the liquor is reduced 
to one pint, 'fake out the meat, 
season the liquor well with sail, 
pepper, sage ami thyme. Add the 
meat and mix it through the 
liquor with a fork, until thoroughly 
mixed. Hack it in a buttered, 
plain mold and set, in a cold place. 
When cold and firm, cut into thin 
slices. 

fH Tomato Preserves. — If 

medium sized tomatoes are used, 
cut them in slices; scald and lot 
stand a few minutes; then drain; 
make a syrup not quite so sweet as 
for ripe tomatoes; add Sliced ginger 
root and a little lemon peel. After 
syrup has boiled ten minutes, put 
in the tomatoes and cook until the 
syrup is quite thick and tomatoes 
clear and dark colored. Fill the 
jars, cover and keep in a cool, dark 
place. 

Chocolate Hlanc Mange. — Cover 
an ounce of gelatine with water. 
Boll a quart of milk, 1 ounces of 
chocolate and \1 ounces of sugar, 
a minutes. Add the gelatine and 
boil . r > minutes longer, stirring con- 
stantly. Llavoi with vanilla and 
pour into molds to cool. This des- 
sert may he served with sweetened 
in or a rich custard sauce. 

Snowball Cake. One cup BUgar, 
'|i each bnttei and sweet milk, 
tips Hour, white of It eggs, i tea 

spoon soda, l teaspoon cream of 

fcartai sifted with the Hour; beat 
butter ami sugar together, add 
Whites of eggs to a stilT froth, then 

lour, milk and soda. Frost 
with yellow frosting. 

German way of warming np 
potatoes Boll them, let them get 
cold ; slice in thin slices (new pota- 
toes are especially good, the slices 

■ firm and uniform in texture) ; 
put into a pan, add a little milk 

and butter; g me Parmesan

With all that men of science 
have done to procure foi our tables 
luxuries without regard to, season, so 
that almost we say 'there is no sea- 
son," no one of them has yet succe- 
eded in wlieedling a ben into laying 
her best and biggest eggs at any other 
season of the year than that which 
Hie primal hen so distinguished her- 
self. 

There have been many experi- 
ments of all kinds tried with regard 
to hatching chickens, and they have 
all been more or less successful, till 
the term " spring chicken" has be- 
come a misnomer. Or, rather, there 
are others beside spring ohiokens. 

We have winter chickens, thanks 

to incubators and brooders and all 

sorts of appliances, and fall chick- 
ens and summer chickens, and 
chickens in between seasons, which 
is one of the compensations scatter- 
ed all through life if we look for 
them. 

Hut the lien plods on in that tire- 
somely -unchanging way, and looks 
untouched by all the means that 
man has invented foi hatching her 
eggs for her, though no one knows 
just what she thinks. Probably 
her lino of thought takes the stand 
that you may lead a hen to any 
kind of artificially warmed and 
lighted nest, but yon cannot make 
her lay ; and cold storage has done 
much to make us Indifferent to the 
stubborn attitude of the hen. 

As for the amount of eggs laid in 
one year in the United States, ii 
has been estimated that there are 
something like 15,000,000,000 
produced; so that though prices 
may rise steadily from about the 
middle of July till Christmas, from 
now till doomsday there will pro- 
bably never be a famine in eggs. 
Hens do not go on a strike. They 
may be depended upon to lay when 
their season is on. 

'1'iie farmer who doesn't know- 
that he may by the care he takes of 
his hens influence the manner and 
kind of eggs they lay foi biro, does 
not deserve to succeed, liens like 
clean, sunny houses, and they like 
gooil wholesome food and in variety. 
They want a certain amount of corn 
and meal, and they dearly love a 
flavor of meat in their food. Also 
they like something in the nature 
of ground oyster shells, that the 
eggs may be up to standard quality. 

Housekeepers who receive day 
after day from their grocer eggs of 

not only a uniform size and of even 

tinting -either all white or with a 
tinge of brown take it as a matter 
of course 1 , and think perhaps that it 
is just so in every case. Hut there 
are sorters Whose business it is to 
put into cases eggs that "match" 
in color and B 

And they do say that in Boston 
the brownish eggs have first call. 
while in New York the demand 
is for purest white. It is this 
demand for uniformity in size 
and color that Induces a poultry 
farmer to have his hens all of one 
breed.

800 pounds suffering from sunstroke 
stirred Up some excitement at the 
Astor-llouse a few nights ago.

Keller, of Louisville, Ivy., ar- 
rived and packed him in ioe from 
head to foot. Iced sheets were 
placed next to his body, and when- 
ever a fresh one touched him he let 
out an Indian war whoop that mov- 
ed the bones in SI. Paul's Church- 
yard to rise and mutiny. Hut in an 
hour he was pronounced out of 
danger. This is the same Dr. Kel- 
ler that lectured before an assem- 
bly of physicians a few years ago 
fin the fallacy of the germ theory, 
and made the revolutionary state 
incut that the germ did not produce 
the disease, bul the disease pro- 
duced the germ. With the courage 
of his convictions he ate several 
handfuls of the most deadly germs 
known to medical science, nearly 
causing a panic among the audience. 

WONDERFUL HELEN KELLER. 

Dr. Keller is related to Helen 
Keller, the deaf, blind and dumb 
marvel of the age. (She speaks a 
little now.) Several years ago, 
while visiting the home of his fa- 
ther, John Eston Keller, the young 
woman became interested in a litter 
ot spaniel pups, six in number. 
After passing her hand gently over 
each she wrote six names on as 
many pieces of ribbon and tied one 
on caoh's neck. Returning to Mr. 
Keller's a month later, after visiting 
other relatives, she touched each 
pup with the tips of her fingers and 
correctly spelled its name in her 

Bign language. 

with THE TI'VKW BITER. 
Miss Keller is expert with the 
typewriter. On one occasion, as a 
test of her powers, she was asked to 
write a certain quotation from a 
classic author on a standard ma- 
chine having the universal key- 
board. It was rattled off in a few 
seconds, with spelling, punet nation 
and execution perfect. Then an- 
other machine was placed before 
her, the keys of which had changed 
into a sort of jumble, and she was 
requested to repeat the ((notation. 
The instant her lingers touched the 
instrument she knew something was 
wrong. She felt of each key once, 
(hen proceeded to write the extract 
with the same exactness that mark 
ed her performance on the machine 
with which she was familiar. An 
expert who could see would not have 
accomplished the task in a week.
